Additional Station on the Exposi-
tion Grounds Is Discussed by

the New Forecaster, Ed-

ward H. Bowie.

World's Filr weather will be made from
the top of the stxteen-ator- y annex to the
Chemical building.

Forecaster BJward H. Bowie announced
yesterday that aTter July 1 the United
States Weather Bureau at St. Louis would
hate headquarters on the fifteenth floor of
the addition which the Chemical Building
Company Is now erecting on Blshth street.

For several years the Federal btdldlnR has
been an unsatisfactory point from which to
make the observations required by the
Weather Bureau. It Is hedged about by
taller buildings, and it has been Impossible
to obtain the accurate results which are
necessary to a correct forecast of weather
conditions.

One of the first offldal acts of Forecatnr
Bonie was to suggest to the Weather Bu-
reau that the local headquarters be trans-
ferred to the Chemical building annex, it
bong the highest building and most ex-p- oi

to varying wind and weather.
Yesterday h received instructions from

Professor Willis L. Mooroi chief of the
Weather Bureau, to make the change.

The Chemical building annex wJU be com-
pleted by July 1. and six rooms on the fif-

teenth floor will thereafter be the place
from which the forecast for St. Louis and
vicinity will be announced.

Som-- alterations to rait the requirements
of a signal --service station will be mad on
the fifteenth floor. Whn compItd the
quarters wiU be as complete in appoint-
ments and arrangement as any weather bu-
reau headquarters In the service.

AU instruments usd In determining
weather conditions will b on top of the
building. From this high altitude there are
no obstructions from othw building- -, and
absolutely correct rsjlts can b had
